"Building Contractors" you would more than like get a 
good builder. 

But it pays to take no chances. Choose your contractor 
with as much care as you showed in selecting your houSe 
plans. It's your next important step. 

What is a good contractor? 

A good contractor is the man who has the "feel" of 
good materials, good craftsmanship. He knows whether 
or not to worry if the excavation crew strikes water in 
preliminary digging. He knows how to order odd pieces 
in economical lots. He knows what a properly executed 
wiring job looks like — and how long it should take to get 
it done right. He has the respect of his supply firms, who 
see that his orders get immediate — and often special — 
attention. He has the ability to hire and keep good crews 
with him — and deliver good workmanship. A good con- 
tractor is, quite simply, indispensable to a good house. 

Now, how do you go about finding the man? 
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built homes — or friends' friends! 

When you have a list of four or five men that come 
well-recommended, take your blueprints to each and ask 
him to give you a building estimate. 

This is a good time to listen. You'll not only pick up a 
lot of good tips about your plans — but you'll be able to 
go a long way in sizing up these men as you see how 
they think. 

Ask each builder for addresses of houses he has finished 
or has under construction — particularly the latter, as you 
will be able to get an appreciation of the quality of ma- 
terials he uses. You may not be an expert, but you'll be 
able to spot rotten boards or shoddy workmanship. 

Chances are you'll be more satisfied with the work of a 
builder who specializes in the type of architecture you 
had in mind. But appraise everyone's work realistically. 
And, remember, you can't expect the contractor working 
on a $15,000 job to build into it the same quality his 
competitor is putting into a $40,000 house. 

Before you sign up "for better or worse" with one 
contractor, take the trouble to check his financial stand- 
ing. Ask for bank references. The contractor needs some 
degree of capital to order materials and meet payrolls 
before any cash is forthcoming from your lending agency. 
His "fluid" state may have a lot to do with speefy or de- 
layed construction of your house. 

If you are working through a lending agency, its officials 
may insist on approving the contractor you select. The 
money advanced for a badly-built house is as poor an 
investment for them as it is for you. 

Once you have satisfied yourself with the contractor's 
skill, integrity and financial ability to do the job, then 
price should be your next consideration. Don't automatic- 
ally take the man who furnishes the lowest bid. Take the 
man who— you are sure, after your survey of the field- 
will deliver the best possible house for the money you can 
afford to pay.

Do all blueprints fit F H A requirements? 

Yes. All plans are designed to meet FHA standards. 
Certain building codes and local ordinances sometimes 
vary for particular localities, because of climate or 
local customs. Minor changes that may be occasioned 
by these variations can be handled by your local con- 
tractor. FHA standard plans make it possible for you 
to obtain FHA-insured financing because the plans 
have met the exacting standards of the government's 
top housing experts. 

Do you furnish outline specifications? 

We do. With all plans we furnish — at no extra cost 
to you — specification sheets filled in by the architect 
showing all the important materials going into the 
house, describing their quality, and giving details of 
construction. These specifications will save you an 
enormous amount of time and labor, as well as money. 
They are the basis for the contract between you and 



your builders; or your guide, if you build yourself. The 
quality of materials and construction actually going 
into the house can be checked against this list, as con- 
struction proceeds. Specifications also will enable you 
to obtain the best possible mortgage terms. 



How can I figure a rough estimate of the cost to build 
the home of my choice? J| 

We cannot tell you exactly how much the home of 
your choice will cost. Each plan has been tested many 
times in actual construction, but prices vary so widely 
from area to area that only a local expert can give you 
fairly exact information. That means a contractor, 
materials dealer, or perhaps your local bank or build- 
ing and loan association. In general, costs are reckoned 
on a square foot basis; and in most areas these costs 
will range from $10 to $15 a square foot of living 
space; assuming that the work is contracted out. Costs 
also will vary with the extras you add to the plans, and 
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the amount of work you do yourself — like landscap- 
ing, or decorating. 

In order to help you get a rough estimate of cost, the 
size of each house is shown by square feet of living 
area. Unless otherwise specified, this does not include 
porches, garages, terraces, etc., since many of these 
features are optional and, of course, cost less per square 
foot to build than the main dwelling.

I like one of your plans very much but want to see 
what it looks like when it is built. Can you tell me 
where, in my neighborhood, I could see this house? 

We regret that we cannot tell you exactly where in 
your area you can see a finished house built from the 
plans you select. Most homebuilders intend to move 
the moment their houses are built. We don't get the 
addresses of the building lots from people who build 
plans. We would like to furnish this information, but 
under the circumstances only rarely can we do so. 

What are the advantages of an architect-designed 
house? 

A house designed by an architect who is a small 
home specialist has all the features that you look for 
and want. Comfort and convenience in living are 
planned within an attractive exterior. Every foot of 
livable space is made use of to your advantage. From 
a practical point of view, it is easier to obtain the best 
mortgaging and financing on such a house. If you 
should ever want to sell it, you'll get a much better 
price for the architect-designed house. It has extra 
value built in. 

I like one of your houses, but it would fit better on 
my lot if it were reversed— the garage on the left 
instead of the right, etc. Can I get reversed plans? 

If you desire, we will furnish reversed plans. If you 
find that a particular house plan would suit you — or 
your lot — better if it were reversed, we will (on re- 
quest) send some of the blueprints transposed as in a 
mirror. If you order four sets of plans, for example, 
we will send two mirror images, and two in the orig- 
inal position so that you can read the figures and 



directions easily. Experienced builders and contractors 
find these blueprints entirely satisfactory to work 
from. 

Can you make changes in blueprints for me? 

Your contractor can make changes in dimensions on 
your plans, in most instances with little trouble. How- 
ever, if you wish to make serious alterations in the 
plans, why not look a bit further among our other plan 
books first? You may find exactly what you want in 
another plan, or you may find one that can meet your 
requirements with only minor changes, which can be 
made locally. 

Can I build my house of brick or concrete block, al- 
though the description calls for frame construction? 

If the house plan (or example) calls for frame 
siding, you can build it of brick, concrete block or 
other materials. Your contractor can do this easily; 
only the width of the exterior walls must be adjusted. 

How can I obtain cost estimates for the plan which 
I like best? 

Only local experts can give you exact estimates of 
labor and materials. To aid you, a lumber check-list 
is included with blueprints so that exact quantities 
can be figured for the plan you select, in your own 
building area. 

I would like to have a utility room in the plan I like, 
but not a cellar. How can I do this with your 
blueprints? 

If the plan you choose calls for a basement but you 
would prefer a utility room, no serious problem arises. 
The space occupied by the approach to the basement 
and the basement stairway usually is big enough for 
the heating plant and water heater. Such a change can 
easily be made from our blueprints by your contractor. 

Conversely, the adaptation of a basementless plan 
to one with a basement can be made by your con- 
tractor.
